DEFERS TO MOTHER 

“In deference to the faith of our dear mother, 
who was through her lifetime a loyal though never 
a bigoted communicant of that congregation, per- 
haps the current pastor of.the First Presbyterian 
church would consent to read the Twenty-Third 
Psalm, which was her favorite passage in the 
Scriptures and is mine since it contains no charnel 
words. No morbid mouthings about corruption and 
decay and, being mercifully without,creed or dogma, 
carries no threat of eternal hellfire for those par- 
ties we do not like, no direct promise of a heaven 
which, if one may judge by the people who are 
surest of going there, must be a powerfully dull 
place, populated to a considerable and uncomfort- 
able degree by prigs, time-servers and unpleasantly 
aggressive individuals. Hell may have a worse cli- 
mate but undoubtedly the company is sprightlier. 

“The Catholics, with their genius for stage-man- 
agement, handle this detail better. The officiating 
clergymen speaks in Latin and the parishioners, 
being unacquainted with that language, are im- 
pressed by the mystery and the majesty of the 
rolling, sonorous periods without being shocked by 
distressing allusions and harrowing references. 

“As an aside I might add that my notion of an 
ideal religion would combine the dignity and the 
beauty of the Romanist ritual with certain other 
ingredients; the good taste and the ability of the 
Unitarians and Episcopalians—a trait not too com- 
mon to some of the evangelical groups—to mind 
their own business. I’m proud that I never set 
myself up to be my brother’s keeper, having been 
sufficiently occupied by the job of being my own 
keeper. To these add the noble ethics and the 
splendid tolerance expressed in reformed Judaism; 
the sturdy independence and the good business 
principles of the Mormons; the gentle humility and 
ordered humanity of the Quakers, plus the militant 
zeal and unselfish devotion of those shock troops 
of the Lord—the Salvation Army—who fight in the 
trenches of sin’s no man’s land to reclaim the tor- 
tured souls and clothe the naked bodies of those 
whom the rest of a snobbish world forgot. 

“If, based on this combination, there was a de- 
termination to practice the sectless preachments 
and the teachings of Jesus Christ, who was the first 
true gentleman of recorded history and the greatest 
gentleman that ever lived, I might not have joined 
the fold but certainly I’d have stood on the side- 
lines and cheered for it. 

ALL HITLER NEEDED 

“By the way, have you ever noticed that in time 
of war not the most passionate partisan dares to 
ask the Prince of Peace to bless his bloody arms 
and forward his bloody deeds? He invokes the aid 
of the god of unjustified battles as created by the 
ancient Hebrews. 

“All Hitler needed to do was to let his whiskers 
sprout and sit on a nest of thunderbolts and naked 
swords, thinking of plague and pestilence and 
rapine and. slaughter and slavery for the van- 
quished, to be a fit understudy for the vengeful 
murderous Jehovah of the forepart of the Old Testa- 
ment. 

“For Brother Joe Stalin, our present beloved 


ally and, secretly, the evérlasting enemy of our 
institutions, the job would be easier. He already 
has the whiskers. (One advantage of dying is that 
it affords a fellow opportunity to say a lot of things 
that have been curdling in his system all these 
years. Frankly, I’m enjoying myself.) 

“But getting back to what I was talking about: 
I am a life member of Paducah Lodge No. 17, 
B. P. O. E., but I'd prefer that the burial program 
of the order not be read. Like most burial programs 
it needs editing. However, if the members desire 
to turn out, either as a body or singly, I'll be very 
glad to have them present. Judging by my latest 
visits to the basement of the Elks’ Club it wouldn't 
do them a bit of harm if some of the habitues 
there got out in the open air if only for a trip to 
a cemetery.

Rural Postwar Planning 

There is, and rightly so, a great deal of discussion at present 
on the theme of postwar planning. 

By far the biggest proportion of the interest has, in all too 
many instances, centered around the big projects. Too many 
communities have launched enthusiastically into campaigns to 
bring in great manufacturing plants to take up postwar slack; 
too many are concerned solely with the spectacular, with million- 
dollar promotions and blue-printed panaceas which promise over- 
night prosperity. 

Not so, however, progressive Monroe county. 

It has its postwar planning committee, it’s true, but theirs 
has been a practical approach. 

Monroe county, they realize, has always been, with the ex- 
ception of a few cotton mills, essentially an agricultural county. 
It is not logical to expect that it will change. 

Thus it is that, in casting about for postwar projects, the 
Monroe County Planning Committee, chairmaned by able Judge 
Ogden Persons, has suggested such items as a community freezer- 
locker and food processing plant, a sweet potato curing house, 
the enlargement of the present cannery, the securing of. a 
county veterinarian, the establishment of a county forest fire 
prevention system, the procuring of county terracing equipment, 
the enlargement of community shops, the extension of REA 
lines, the securing of purebred dairy sires, the production of 
sufficient feed-stuffs to support an augmented dairy and live- 
stock industry, the organization of a county fruit improvement 
association, the establishment of a fence post and timber- 
treating plant, an improved post roads program, and the estab- 
lishment of a*farmers’ exchange. 

It is an impressive list. And it is a practical one. : 

Not an item on it but that can, and undoubtedly will, ma- 
terialize. Yet, in the aggregate, what a contribution to the last- 
ing prosperity of the county and its people.

My Dear Louise: 

Since you are not likely to read 
the book, I'd like to tell you a few 
things that Dr. Yerkes learned in 
his 20 years’ study of chimpan- 
zees, 

The chimps, as you know, are 
more like us than any other ani- 
mal, but that doesn’t make them 
unique; nature is consistent, and 
most of the rules that apply to 
them would fit all of the higher 
animals as well, 

There is, for example, the rule 
about living out-of-doors. The 
chimps can stay healthy in an air- 


conditioned building, provided 
they have sun-lamp treatment, but 
they thrive better out in the fresh 
air, where they can be in the sun 
part of the time. 

The second rule is similar. For 
centuries people have dreamed of 
mythical South Sea islands where 
the balmy climate never. varies 
and most of us think a land of}. 
eternal spring would be ideal, but 
the chimps are healthier and more 
robust when they take the weath- 
er as it comes. Necessity’ builds 
up resistance and makes them 
tougher. It’s the old story of ten- 
der hothouse plants and tough 
weeds. 

Since the chimps in captivity 
get abundant food without effort, 
they would get lazy and soft if 
not encouraged to bestir them- 
selves. In the wilds their foraging | 
for food requires four or five 
hours of strenuous effort, and 
they need that much work or play 
to keep fit. We look upon work 
as a tribulation, but wise nature 
made it necessary because it is 
good for us. 

Chimps are social creatures, and 
one solitary confinement is lonely 
and depressed and _ miserable. 
They develop better and stay 
more fit if they have others to 
play with, compete with and imi- 
tate. 

Most important of all, they are 
born with natural capacities, as 
all animals are, which must be de- 
veloped by exercise and use. 

A dog has a capacity for learn- 
ing tricks, but loses it if it isn’t 
developed and can’t learn in his 
old age. The chimps differ in ca- 
pacity, as humans do, but one 
whose capacities are developed by 
training is “smart,” and one whose 
capacities aren’t used remains 
“dumb.” 

People are born with a great 
number of natural capacities, 
every one with a useful purpose, 
and all must be developed by use 
or they dry up. Some, like the ca- 
pacity for rage, are no longer nec- 
essary. Developed by too much 
use, rage becomes an uncontroll- 
able temper; then some day it con- 
trols the man and he kills an- 
other for some trivial reason and 
spends the rest of his life in a 
cage. 

You have a natural capacity for 
love and friendship and happi- 
ness: a capacity for duty and hon- 
or and integrity; a capacity for the 
enjoyment of beauty and ood 
talk and great music and good lit- 
erature; a capacity for gay laugh- 
ter and loyalty and compassion. 
In short, you have capacities that 
can make you a fine person and 
make life wonderful, But they dry 
up if they aren't developed by use.

SOUTH IN WORLD AFFAIRS 
(Richmond Times-Dispatch) 

The part of the southern states 
in international affairs has been 
discussed by an American corre- 
spondent of The London Economist 
with an understanding of many 
basic considerations. This cor- 
respondent points out how unified 
the south is interms of blood and 
background, and how negligible 
is its bloc of Europeans, a circum- 
stance which strongly differenti- 
ates this section of the country 
from New England with its French 
bloc, Pennsylvania with its Polish, 
Wisconsin with its German, and 
New York with its powerful Ital-| 
ian bloc. | 

In addition to these hereditary 
ties, the south has the strong eco- 
nomic bond of a section which is 
still financially interested in the 
export of its cotton and tobacco. 
This natural interest in world 
markets perhaps accounted for the 
south’s freer views on _ interna- 
tional trade. According’ to the Gal- 
lup poll in 1938, the south was 
92 per cent favorable to Secretary 
Hull’s reciprocal trade agreement 
program. 

Just prior to the present war, 
the south was exporting from 50 
to 60 per cent of its cotton and 
40 per cent of its tobacco. The 
producers of these crops are .ook- 
ing forward to recapturing the 
field which once was theirs. 

Though the south has made im- 
mense advances in manufacture, 
its great interest is still essentially 
in agriculture. This perhaps ex 
plains why the south supported 
Wilson so strongly in his effort 
for world -peace, and why the 
southerners are not showing any 
great desire to build up a super 
state. q 

In the matter of international 
co-operation, however, the south 
has a clear record of wisdom; but 
for the south’s votes lend-lease 
would have been beaten in con- 
gress; it was the south that made 
possible the extension of the draft 
when its first year expired in 
August, 1941, only four months 
before Pearl Harbor. It was the

Today the town and county celebrated the opening of a poultry 
packing plant by Wilson. It will kill and pack 15,000 chickens 
per day, which figures more than 4,000,000 per year from this one 
plant. It will increase that and the actual kill will be greater. 


Forsyth county supplies plants and truckers in other counties, 
notably Hall, with chickens. 

This county expects to sell 20,000,000 chickens this year. 

One of the major packing plants doesn’t establish a packing 
plant in a town of about 700 persons just because it is a nice town 
filled with good people. 

Cumming doesn’t even have a railroad. 

But the plant is here and by Monday it expects to be running 
capacity. The feather$, quite literally, will be flying as the auto- 
matic pickers strip off the feathers. The trucks will be rolling 
to the markets. 

The story of Cumming and Forsyth county is one of the greatest 
stories of modern Georgia. 


HOW MANY DRUMSTICKS? One can twist one’s mind into 


, knots trying to imagine how 
many drumsticks, breasts, wings, and so on there would be if all 
the 20,000,000 Forsyth county chickens were fried. 


This one county will produce enough chickens to supply every 
person in Georgia with six chickens per year. 

It is a big business and it will get bigger. 

County officials will tell you frankly that ten years ago things 
were bad. The farms were not doing so well. The chief manu- 
facturing industry was corn whisky. 

Today this county is one of the most prosperous rural counties 
in north Georgia. The average income has boomed. In most in- 
Stances, according to Roy Otwell, it is 200 per cent, even 300 per 
cent, more than it was five ‘years ago. 

All north Georgia has gone into the chicken business. Hall, 
Cherokee and Forsyth are the three most productive, with Forsyth 
modestly claiming the lead by a wide margin. This industry is 
growing every year. It already is bringing thousands of dollars 
into Georgia. Within another year or so it will be one of the 
state’s major crops. It is a broiler business. There are no eggs. 
The broilers are killed off or sent to the plants when they reach 
that best eating age. 


THE CELEBRATION So, today Cumming and Forsyth coun- 


ty celebrated. There was music, speeches, 
happy smiles, and a barbecue. And what a barbecue! 

Henry the Eighth would have loved this one. They had two 
steers, each weighing 700 pounds. Men who hadn't seen more beef 
than an occasional hamburger in the past year, wept as they saw 
the steers roasting. 

There were two sheep, two lambs, and there were four pigs— 
600 pounds of pork. 

In addition, there were 
chickens. 

The state has never seen such a barbecue. 

_And Cumming, with a population of about 700 persons, enter- 
tained 2,500 for dinner with no trouble at all, and asked them all to 
come back again and see a real up-and-coming town and county.

Is in Subtle Forms 


Did you ever stop to realize that, basically, 

Fascism is the practical realization of the desire 

of some men to dictate the manner of life of all 

their fellows? Fascism is a form of society in 

which a few, those in control, have lots of fun in ordering, and 

enforcing obedience by, the great mass of the rest of the folks to 
a lot of rigid rules and regulations. 

In brief, it reduces the population, as a whole, to a lot of flesh 
and blood robots whose lives must be lived according to the regu- 
lations of the self-anointed few who have been strong enough, or 
wily enough, to grab the positions of dictatorship control. 

The Fascist rulers say to their unfortunate serfs, “you must do 
this and you mustn’t do that, because we, in our glorious wisdom, 
have decided on so, for the good of the state. The state is far 
more important than you, an individual man. In fact, you, all 
your hungers and desires, your very life itself, are as nothing 
in the service of the state.” 


We have not a few Fascists in 
America. All those who would dic- 
tate, if they could, the controls and conditions’of life, and the 
habits, of the rest of us. 

There have been quite a few Fascist-minded among business 
tycoons, those men who have sometimes been called industrial 
feudalists. Those men who, because they have more money and 
because they thereby control the machines of manufacture, would 
assume the right to determine what sort of lives shall be led by 
those in their employ. 

Of recent a new, and terribly dangerous, type of Fascist has 
appeared on the scene. He is the unscrupulous, so-called labor 
“leader,” the man who forces, under threat of unemployment, vast 
hordes of workers into.the ranks of the union he bosses, the man 
who makes these helpless ones contribute out of every pay enve- 
lope, the man who makes no proper accounting for these moneys 
and the man who forces all his robot union members to strike 
whenever he gives the order. 

And there is a third type of Fascist we have always had with 
us and, presumably, whom we always shall have with us. One that 
all of us know. That is the professional reformer. 

He is the man who strives, 


HE WOULD DICTATE RULES 
constantly, to change the 


habits of entife populations to make them conform to some rules 
of life that he conceives to be better for all of us. He is the 
fanatic who would, by law and unrelenting enforcement thereof, 
compel us all into the strait jacket of some fanatic phobia regard 
the personal habits of the human animal. 

He is the man who never tires in his effort to dictate his own 
will upon all others. 

He is the type of man who, had he lived in another age and 
place, would have been found among the most unrelenting of the 
thumbscrew-twisters of the Spanish Inquisition. 

He is the man so convinced of the righteousness of his cause 
that his ears are deaf to logic, his brain is closed to argument. 

He is the man who would consider his life well spent if he 
could but compress all humanity into the rigid confines of a re- 
fortner’s corset, designed and made by himself, even though thereby 
he violated every human and legal right of those who do not see 
eye to eye with him. 

These are Fascist-minded. They may not know it, they may 
resent the charge. But the fact remains a Fascist is, simply, one 
who would order and control the lives of his fellows. 

If we are to salvage for our children those fundamental rights 
of the individual which do not impinge upon the rights of others, 
we must take warning, here and now, to exercise eternal vigilance 
against the inroads of Fascism, in any form. It is an evil that 
masquerades under many guises and behind innumerable pretenses

H istory Lesson 


London is preparing to settle 
the Yugoslav and Polish issues and 
the matter appears urgent. Stalin 


has rejected Polish counter-pro- 
posals regarding the eastern boun- 
daries, and apparently Mr. Church- 
ill intends to support him. Church- 
ill has also summoned leaders of 
the Yugoslav cabinet from Cairo 
in a final effort to settle disputes 
between Tito and General Mikhail- 
ovitch. 

But there is another issue as ur- 
gent as these two which apparent- 
ly is being neglected only because 
no great power is insisting on a 
showdown, as the Soviet govern- 
ment is doing in the Polish and 
Yugoslav cases. 

That is the Italian question. In 
Italy, revolutionary anti-Fascist and 
anti-German forces in the north, 
occupied by the Germans, and 
under the authority of the Mus- 
solini government, have risen in 
rebellion. An estimated three to 
six million strikers are demand- 
ing renunciation of the draft for 
Fascist armies; cessation of the 
shipment of Italian technicians and 
workers to Germany; reduction 
of curfew hours, and immediate 
liberation and return of Italians 
deported to Poland. Before this 
column appears there may have 
been a showdown and bloody mas- 
sacre by German military authori- 
ties, 

In any case the revolt is in full 
swing, and is the first great ris 


where in western Europe. 


U.S. Policy 


Our policy seems to be no ig: 
nore it. But bear in mind that 
for years the British and Ameri- 
can propaganda has been urging 
this revolt, and not only against 
the Fascist government but once 
even against Badoglio—in August, 
when we wanted pressure on him 
to give in. Now it occurs. 

At the same time we continue 
to support, in the south, a gov- 
ernment which from the view- 
point of Italian anti-Fascists is 
neo-Fascist itself. We have not 
liquidated the Fascist regime but 
with the exception of top offi- 
cials kept the structure intact. We 
are neither using the press which 
we control to form democratic 
opinion, nor permitting anti-Fas- 
cist groups to assemble and de- 
velop programs, nor recruiting an 
anti-Fascist volunteer army. Judg- 
ing by the behavior of Anglo- 
American occupation forces, it is 
our intention to suppress an Ital- 
ian showdown against Fascism. 

The argument is that this must 
be postponed, until we occupy 
Rome. But why should a specific 


city, even the capital, be involved 


in a fundamental political policy? 
If Badoglio can govern without 
Rome why not another? Govern- 
ments in exile with which we 
have been negotiating throughout 
the war do not have one inch of 
their own territory in their hands. 

There is evidence that this turn- 
ing over of political decisions to 
the military will have historical 
consequences. The same proced- 
ure had consequences after the 
first world war. In recent years 
the German republic has repeat: 
edly been accused of not liquidat- 
ing the ancient regime and leav- 
ing in courts, army, and civil bu- 
reaucracy the anti-democratic 
seeds which supported Hitler and 
precipitated the second world war. 
The accusation is not unfounded. 
But who was responsible for this 
survival? 


Allies Helped 


I regret to say that the Allied 
military occupatioh authorities 
were involved in responsibility. 
When the Kaiser’s regime collap- 
sed the German nation was ris- 
ing in full revolt. A central coun- 
cil of workers,soldiers, and peas- 
ants had been formed, and was 
taking over the administration, 
with a whole network of local 
councils assisting. The overwhelm- 
ing majority were Social-Demo. 
cratic and anti-Communist. The 
councils regarded themselves = as 
temporary bodies for the construc 
tion of a new parliamentary sys- 


'tem, 


But when our occupying armies 
marched in, they refused co-opera- 
tion with these opponents of the 
old regime and insisted that im- 
perial officials be reinstalled. The 
story is recorded by Colonel I. L. 
Hunt, of the Third Army and 
American Forces of Occupation 
in his report as officer 
in charge of civil affairs. He 
said, “The political institutions 
with which the American Army 
came into contact were ... those 
of the old regime. ... It was for: 
tunate ... that the ... counsel 
of moderation won the day, and 
most of the ex-imperial officers 
remained at their posts... . 

“It is self-evident that the au:- 
tocratic nature (of the German 
civil service) peculiarly fits in ta

No Paper Shortage 
For Uncle Sam 


I try, goodness knows, not to lead with my

Occasionally, of course, my big mouth gets the best of me and 
I pass a few slighting remarks anent Mr. Sinatra’s groaning or the 
foibles of females in uniforms.

Thus it is with something akin to trepidation that I approach 
the paper shortage. For certainly it ill-behoowes a character with 
a daily beam like this to make mention of whatever mote might 
be in the government eye in the matter. 


Nevertheless I would not be true to my conscience did I not 
mention the fact that I am in receipt of a nicely bound brochure, 
printed in this year of the great paper shortage by the United States 
Government Printing Office, entitled FLUCTUATIONS IN ABUN- 
DANCE OF RED SALMON, Oncorhynchus nerka (WALBAUM), OF 
THE KARLUK RIVER, ALASKA, 


It is an enlightening work and, of a certainty, a comprehensive 
one. Therein, for example, one can learn that 3,500,588 red salmon 
were caught in the Karluk river in 1891, that “while the affluents 
of Karluk lake contained appreciable amounts of phosphorous and 
silica, during the summer months, less than a measurable quantity 
of these inorganic salts were present in the lake water, indicating 
that they are limiting factors in the production of phytoplankton 
and indirectly of the zooplakton of Karluk lake.”

But there I go again, 


GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
GOP Colorado Win 


Worries Democrats 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—The voters of 
Colorado have just given Democratic hopes 
another stunning blow. 

In a special election to fill a congressional 
vacancy in the first Colorado district, embracing the Denver metro- 
politan area, the Republican candidate won with a majority of 
2,978 out of a total vote cast of approximately 80,000. For the past 
12 years, or ever since 1932, the district has been strongly held by 
the Democrats. 

To make matters worse, the Democrats had as their candidate 
a man of outstanding character and a noted hero of the Pacifie 
war, Major Carl Wuertele, a many times decorated Army pilot 
who has been relieved of service because of wounds suffered in 
action. 

Against him the Republicans put up a 59-year-old truck dealer, 
Dean Gillespie, whose slogan was: “More Business in Government, 


Less Government in Business.” 

TWO-TO-ONE Colorado Democrats say that but for the fact 
Major Wuertele was a famous war hero the 

Republicans could have carried the district by a two-to-one majority. 

Whatever may be the cause, there can be no doubt of the Re 
publican upsurge that is in the air. Colorado has now added its 
testimony to that of Kentucky, New York, Pennsylvania and New 
Jersey. Naturally, Republicans look upon these developments as 
evidence of the party’s ability to win the coming presidential elec- 
tion. Minority Leader Joe Martin is predicting that the next house 
will be Republican by 50 majority. 

Thoughtful Democrats are perturbed over the situation, but are 
not discouraged. They insist things will be different when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is at the head of the ticket. Both in 1938 and in 
1942, two off-year elections, the Republicans made sweeping gains, 
it is pointed out, but the 1938 setback proved to have no relation 
to the President’s personal popularity. 

One fact does emerge from the Colorado election, however. The 
jolt received by the party ties the Democrats closer than ever to 
the fourth-term campaign. It is inconceivable that the bitterest 
sorehead in the party can longer contend that the Democrats have 
any chance of winning with any candidate other than Mr. Roosevelt. 

Thus, what happened at Denver the other day, tends to cement 
the fourth-term nomination. It is now doubtful that more than 
a corporal’s guard will appear in the convéntion against it. 

In the same vein, other develop-

ments are expected to follow in 


the wake of the recent election designed to have the Democrats put 
up a more harmonious front. Efforts will be made to bring the 
dissenters into line. The reminder is being made to people like 
“Cotton Ed” Smith, a perennial Roosevelt hater, that unless they 
go along with the party on a united front, there is grave danger 
of them losing the important committee chairmanships they now 
hold in congress under Democratic control. 

The appeal will be effective, but not enough to bring all of the 
recalcitrants in line. Former Secretary of War Harry Woodring, 
of Kansas, and Big Jim Farley, for example, are still planning to 
go forward with their program for organzing an independent Demo- 
cratic movement against the fourth term. Somebody has raised a 
big slush fund for the purpose and organization headquarters for 
the die-hards are being set up in Chicago. It promises to amount 
to nothing more than a big noise. 

Regardless of the turn of events which momentarily seem to 
favor the GOP, no intelligent Republican today can be certain of 
the outcome in November. Present boastings are merely a part of 
the political game. It is no secret, of course, that President Roose- 
velt has always run far ahead of his party, which is a thought that 
continues to disturb the Republicans. 

And even if it were reasonably clear today that Mr. Roosevelt 
had no expectation of winning an election to be held tomorrow; too 
many things can and probably will happen before November to 
permit a clear look into the future. War events are upon us. The 
coming months promise to be the most momentous of the whole 
conflict. 

Mr. Roosevelt will undoubtedly make or break himself by the 
decisions that are in the making, both as regards military move- 
ments and international settlements involving congress and our 
Allies. 

The 1944 election will, in all likelihood, be determined by de- 
velopments on the war and world economic fronts between now 
and November.
